NEEDS OF TEE FUTURE. 


There was isaued recontly the memoran_ 
dum of the Advisory Housing Panel of thy 
| Ministry of Reconstruction—six members 
of the Reconstruction Committee who, 
were. invited by the Minister to complete 
a review. of the housing question as'it is 
likely to'present itself at:the.close of the 
wary The panel was composed) of tha 
Marquis of Salisbury (chairman), Major 
Jobn W, Hills, M.P., Mr, Thomas Jones, 
Mr, B.S, Rowntree, Mr. Leslie Scott, 
M.P., and Mrs, Sidney Webb, and all of 
them ‘sign the memorandum, although 
Mel Seqtt makes the reservation’ that in 
his opinion the estimate of the number 
of Bouses required is far tog low, 

Is. is pointed out that ‘the situation ‘in 
thy rural districts ‘needs special conside~ 
ration, and. the Panel is of the opinion 
that ‘' One of the factors which has-driven 
men from the land in the’ past bas been 
lack of houses, which: waa estimated ‘to 
amount in 1912 in rural areiig to 120,000 
housus.) As a result of his experience in 
the war, the agricultural labourer will, 
return with ‘a wider outlook and deter- 
mination to secure a better standard of 
life. The call of the town and the induce- 
ments offered to emigrate to the Colonies, 
where of al] immigrants he is the most 
desirable, will re-act on him more 
strongly than ever, with the result that 
unless steps ure taken to. counteract it, 
Great Britain shall be faced: with u 
further drain of. the rural populatian. 
But the Governmeht’a programme for 
increased arable cultivation depends for, 
it¥ success on a very considerable increase 
in the numbers of agricultural labourers, 
so.that the object before us must be not 
merely to retain the existing labourers, 
but to attract many others to the land. 
To achieve this object, an’ essential. con- 
dition to be satisfied is: the provision, of 
proper housing accommodation, without 
which al 1 other efforts will sbe fruitless.’ 

Owing to the high cost of materials, it 

was cléar to the panel that no consider- 
able number .of houses would be built in 
the year after the: war unless financial 
aid was coming. from public funds, aod 
they propose the. following acheme:, 
_ That the State should provide the 
whole gost af the building,wand should 
own thé houses for a period to be fixed-- 
say five years-at the end of which prices 
may. be expected. to have “attained 1 
normal level. This period js feferred to 
asx the transitiona) period. « ue 

(b) During this period tke local 
authority will-act as agents of the State, 
and will be responsible, subject to the 
approval of the District Comminioncr 
hereafter described, for building and 
managing the houses and collecting ‘the

(c) At the end of the transitional, 
period the, ownership of the houses will 
be -transferted to the loeal authorities. at 
a fignre’ to. be arrived at by . deducting 
from the original cost, such a percentage 
as tepresents the fall in price’ of mate- 
rialy ang Inbour, together with the fair 
allowance for:depreciation. , = 

(dy During the:transitional period the 
rents, collected by the local authorities as. 
agents, will -be paid ‘over to the’ State. 
In urbad distriéts the aim should be to 
fix'renis at a figure likely to. provide a 
fair- interest. sinking fnnd, ete., when 
formal ‘conditions are restored and the 
abnormal cost has been written off.’ In 
rural districts the rents should be fixed 
jn consultation with’ the Agriculaural 
Wages Board, and in co-operition: with 
that body ratsed by stages to ‘a similar 
figure, which should be reached by the

_ Cf) It will be clearly impossible to fore- 
cast accurately the date when, conditions | 
having become normal, the transitionel 
period may be equitably considered to be 
concluded. It may be desirable, there- 
fore, to give power to the Government of 
the day to postpone by order the date of 


the transfer of ownership in any district 


where circumstances might requite-it. 

_- IMPROVED STANDARD OF BUILDING. _
